The — side, and the roots on the east 


It only hurts 
when | don’t laugh

Even though he was the zaniest orderly in the Mass. General 
Hospital, Ted Jones was not sure how he would handle himself 
in Baker 518 the morning of July 28, 1964. The 18-year-old pa- 
tient had undergone an amputation the day before. And by 
some strange coincidence, he also got a haircut the same day 

“Hey, Ted, look at this! They trimmed me on both ends!” 

Some people find it hard to believe that I would be joking 
about my amputation the next morning, But it was probably 
the best way that I had to deal with waking up and realizing 
that my foot was gone forever. 

My life changed radically the summer before my senior 
year in high school. Against my parents’ wishes, | bought a 
Vespa motor scooter from a good friend. I had only driven it a 
half mile when I was hit by a car 

The first week after the accident was really bad, a maze of 
operating room lights, long hours in the recovery room, and 
being sick to my stomach. For two weeks, I was taken to the 
operating room about every three days. My left leg, which was 
crushed in the accident, lost circulation and then developed a 
galloping infection. Two weeks after the accident, my leg was 
amputated just below the knee. My weight had dropped from 
165 to 120 pounds. 

But even before the leg was amputated, I had begun to work 
on a positive attitude. I found that writing helped me organize 
my thoughts. I wrote about 200 letters that summer, mostly to 
friends who had written to me. I also wrote to Governor 
Peabody and suggested that he give blood. I wrote to Dave 
Maynard, joking with him about a silly contest he was runn- 
ing. I think he almost swallowed his microphone when he read 
among my jokes that my leg was being amputated the next 
day. The cards he forwarded to me are stashed in a box in the 
attic 

To pass the time, I would chin myself on the bar hanging 
over my bed. Then I began to chin myself on the traction 
frame above that. And then, one day they transferred me to 
another floor. When the second shift charge nurse walked in 
and found me doing chin-ups, she made me stop. She said I 
needed a doctor's approval before I could do that 

Somehow, it was nearly 17 years before I became involved 
with a ski program for amputees. I went up to Stratton Moun- 
tain in February, 1981 and found their handicap ski program. I 
told the instructor I was committing myself to learn to ski, By 
mid-April, | had skied the top of the mountain. 

Just as my accident changed my life radically, so has ski- 
ing. Sports and fitness for handicapped persons are in a 
tremendous development phase, a movement which is giving 
new dimensions to the lives of thousands of people. 

I have become strongly involved with the New England Han- 
dicapped Sportsmen's Association (NEHSA). This organiza- 
tion runs a ski program for handicapped persons at Mt 
Sunapee in New Hampshire during the winter, and has several 
summer activities as well. A wide variety of handicaps are 
represented in the group’s membership. 

Last weekend, I took part in a two-day hike to Carter Notch 
in the White Mountains. Covering four miles a day on rough 
trails was a stiff challenge. I have to admit that I am stiff and 
sore — and satisfied. 

My involvement with sports activities has been a true gift to 
me, both physically and mentally. Whenever possible, I return 
that gift by passing it on to another handicapped person. 

I count my blessings. Although I have been given a han- 
dicap, it is not severe. Butit gives me enough understanding of 
handicapping conditions that I have become a strong advocate 
of accessible facilities for handicapped persons. I am involved 
with the Wilmington Handicapped Affairs Committee. This 
group is known as AIM, for Access Is Mandatory 

That accident changed my life, but it certainly didn’t ruin it 
If anything, it brought out in me the beginnings of ma 
gradual changes in attitude. Twenty years later, I can say; 
“I'm doing great, just great!"

Leadership needed 


Why does the town of Wilmington have so many closed 
school buildings, boarded up and neglected for years. And 
why are they now being torn down? 

Two years ago, the town received and spent a $10,000 grant 
for a study of five of its buildings. A committee met for 
several months, working with an architect. They submitted a 
report. 

Since then, here is what has happened to those five 
buildings: 

The Boutwell School has been rented to a Christian school, 
and is in use. 

The Buzzell School has been taken away from the Wilm- 
ington Housing Authority and given to the Council on Aging. 
It is still boarded up. 

The Town Hall has been closed and is vacant. 

The Whitefield School, most recently used as a town hall 
annex, has been closed. Money has been appropriated for its 
demolition. 

The Walker School is still closed, and money has been ap- 
propriated for its demolition 

The recent demolition of the Mildred Rogers School and the 
Center School gives pause for thought. Is the town wasting its 
resources and destroying its heritage? 

Even with a $10,000 study, the town does not have a com- 
prehensive plan for the reuse of its buildings. The buildings 
sit empty, deteriorating. When ideas are put forth by in- 
dividuals or groups, there is seldom any action. And when ac- 
tion does take place, it is often in the manner of giving grease 
to the squeakiest wheel. 

Probably the worst case of poor leadership took its toll this 
spring when the Buzzell School became the object of a battle 
between the Wilmington Housing Authority (WHA) and the 
Council on Aging (COA). Possibly this battle could have been 
avoided if there had been a comprehensive plan for all the 
town’s buildings 

With the town offices now moved to the Glen Road School, 
the old Town Hall has joined the list of vacant buildings. As 
yet, there is no decision for its use. Will it be used to house the 
Public Buildings Department, will it become a clock shop, or 
who knows what? 

What is really disappointing about this situation is that 
there are groups in town which could make use of the space. 
A prime example is the Silver Lake Spotlighters. This 
talented and tenacious theater group has given the town far 
more in entertainment and cultural development than the 
town has given it in support. The town had turned over the 
Mildred Rogers School to the Spotlighters, and they were 
preparing to renovate the building into a small theater, when 
an arsonist struck. The fire heavily damaged the 
Spotlighters’ sets and costumes, and resulted in moderate 
damage to the building. It was demolished last month after 
sitting vacant for nearly two years. 

Could have it been saved and renovated? Yes. The building 
was not damaged beyond repair. The reason for the demise 
of the Mildred Rogers Schoo] was a lack of leadership. There 
was no determination on the part of town officials to save the 
facility for community use. 

The stated reason, of course, was cost. So instead of spen- 
ding money to repair the building, the town spent money to 
tear it down. Instead of a community theater, we have a va- 
cant lot 

Recently the Spotlighters asked the selectmen for the use 
of the Whitefield School, again for a community theater. 
They had not developed any firm plans, but there was men- 
tion of renovating the building, possibly for $350,000. 

The selectmen gave the Spotlighters temporary use of the 
building for rehearsals and construction of sets. But they told 
the theater group that the building could certainly not be 
renovated into a theater. The land was worth more than the 
building, so it had to be torn down. 

Maybe it should be torn down. But there hasn't even been a 
proposal for the site, much less a comprehensive plan. Does 
the town have such a great need for vacant lots that-it must 
tear down its buildings? 

One very basic problem is that in many ways, the town has 
a poor self-image. Because the old school buildings in town 
are not viewed as architectural gems, because they are not 
energy-efficient, they are being torn down. 

These buildings are part of the town's heritage, and should 
not idly be destroyed 

The Fourth of July Committee has demonstrated that with 
good leadership, a community-based group can successfully 
manage a town building. Perhaps this should serve as a 
challenge for town officials to create a plan for reuse of 
buildings.

12 lot cluster subdivision

Tewksbury Planning 
Hoard voted Monday to give 
their conditional approval to 
issue a required special permit 
to develop a cluster type sub: 
division off South Street. The 
action followed @ public hearing 
ait which residents voiced little 
“pposition to the proposed 
construction of 12 homes on a 
lolal 13)s acre pareel 
However, only three board 
members voted in tavor of 
approving a speical permit 
which requires a four vote 
majority. Planner Joseph 
Doherty, who did not attend 
Monday's meeting, will be 
polled to see it he approves of 
the plan Should Doherty vote in 
the negative, the plan will ap: 
parently have to be retiled 
The subdivision, known as 
Molhe Drive, 1s located on a 13! 
acre parcel to the rear ot the 
Knights of Columbus. Hall on 
Main Street and extends over to 
South Street. The site is also to 
the rear of several houses along 
Hill Street and abutts the 
Shawsheen River 
The parcel is owned by 
Sullivan Homes and is being 
developed by Realty Trust 
Planner Robert Sullivan, whose 
son Edward is involved in the 
project, had to step off the board 
while discussion and action on 
the plan took place 
‘The plans, prepared by the 
engineering firm of DiPrete 
Marchionda and Assoc. of 
Woburn, calls tor the clustering 
of 12 homes on about 8.4 acres of 
land. A parcel of 5.1 acres to the

rear ot the K of C Hall and near* 


the Shawsheen River will be left 
as open conservation land when 
the project is complete 

Town bylaws allow the 
planning board to issue a special 
permit allowing the clustering ot 
homes on lots of no less than 
20,000 square feet as long as the 
total number of homes in the 
cluster does not exceed. the 
number of homes that could be 
built under the one acre zoning 
bylaw. The primary purpose of 
cluster subdivisions is to 
preserve open space. 

Engineer Dennis DePrete told 
the board that access to the 
parcel will be off South Street 
about 150 feet away from the 
intersection with Hill Street and 
that the laad on the Main Street 
side will be untouched. 

Currently, Deprete said, the 
South Street halt ot the parcel is 
an old gravel pi! while two 
structures that housed a 
business and a large amount of 
pine trees occupy the rest of the 
land just to the rear of the K of C 
Hall. Those structures, a 


complete building and a foun 
dation, will be razed, he said 
DePrete also agreed with a 
resident's request to check to 
make sure there is no fuel 
storage tank left in the ground 
near the building site 

The plan, DePrete said, calls 
tor regrading of the pit area and 
the creation of i2 house lots 
along an 886 toot long cul-de-sac 
street 

While residents noted that the 
parcel of land abutting the 
Shawshieen River is a wet area 
DePrete gave assurances that 
the foundations of the proposed 
homes would be above the water 
table level and that septic 
systems would not be affected 
by flood waters. 

DePrete also assured George 
Lucas of 40 Hill Street that a 
survey ot the parcel shows it 
does indeed consist of 13!» acres 
of land. Lucas had cited 
assessors maps and 15 year old 
plans as showing the land area 
to be around 11.5 acres and that 
recent development plans put 
the land area al around 12 acres 

1 don’t understand how it 
lacreage) keeps going up over 
the years,” he said. 

DePrete, however, said that 

there are obvious errors on the 
assessors maps,” which showed 
the parcel at about 11 
He added that a search 
records showed that no plan for 
the land had ever been recorded 
and that an actual survey of the 
land showed it contains 13.5 
acres. The subdivision plan, he 
said, would be the first such plan 
to be recorded in land courts for 
the parcel 

Lucas also wanted to make 
sure the planning board put the 
name of the-engineer who took 

water percolation tests on the 
site into the official records so 
that residents would know who 
to address their questions to if 
the land ever flooded 

Dennis Dutfy of 50 Hill Street, 
however, asked what impact the 
development would have on 
traffic to the Hill Street area. He 
claimed there is an “inordinate 
amount of traffic on Hill Street 
now and worried what impact 
the addition of “12 two and three 
car families” would have. “Do 
Hill Street and South Street have 
to carry the burden of this 
inerease in (ratlic, he asked 

Planner Bob Fowler 
suggested that the South Street 
access to the site may be better 
than gaining ace 
Street. A Main S 
point, he said, “Would not be a 
good plan as far as use of the 
land is concerned.” He also said 
that not all traffic from the new 
homes will travel Hill Street 

Duffy also questioned where 
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the water to serve the 12 new 
homes is coming trom. The 
board said a letter trom 
Department of Public Works 
Supt. Phil Pathson indicated 
that the 12 homes “can be 
adequately supplied with water 
by the town." However, that 
letter also noted that “a town 
wide state enforced water ban 
will remain in ettect through 
September 30, 1984 

Doesn't uw seem con 
tradictory to not have enough 
water in town and then say th 
is enough water to add 12 mor 
homes,” asked Dutty just before 
the public hearing was closed 
Planners, however, suggested 
Dutly address that question to 
the board of public works 

Although casting his vote in 
favor of the plan, Planner 
George Donovan also questioned 
how water could be supplied to 


new homes while a ban is in 
etlect 

In addition to voting tor the 
special permit, the planners also 
unammously voted in favor of 
DePrete’s request to waive 
certain subdivision rules on the 
plan that will allow the road to 
be 28 feet wide instead of 30, 
allow the road to exceed 500 feet 
in length, allow sidewalks on one 
side of the road instead of both, 
and allow above ground utilities. 

It Doherty is in favor of the 
plan, planners are expected to 
sign a speical permit Thursday. 
The plan will then be filed at the 
town clerk's office for a 21-day 
appeal period, in which any 
resident opposed to the plan can 
lake legal action to challenge 
ihe planning board's decision. 
Once the appeal period is over, 
the design plans go back to the 
board to be signed into effect

A constable, in ancient 
Wilmington, was a town official 
who did not want his job. Or, so 
it seems from the records of 
1741, when Nathaniel Townsend 
was elected lo that post, alter a 
lot of voting. Nathaniel 
presumably lived down near the 
southeast corner of Wilmington, 
near the home of his brother 
Timothy 

Most men, when elected 
constable, didn't want the job 
Instead they paid a fine, and the 
election went on to choose 
another 

The Town Meeting in 1741 was 
on Monda Mareh in the 
Meeting House. Cadwallader 
Ford was elected Moderator 
and the first thing done was to 
vote 25 cords of wood tor Mr 
Isaac Morrill “*If he is to be our 
minister and accepts the town 
call 

Then the selectmen 
elected, Deacon James 
son, Capt. Kendall Pe 
Ensign Danil Eames, . 
wallader Ford and 

argent) John Beard, Deacon 
Tompson was elected Town 
Clerk. The Assessors were 
elected, Ensign Danil Eames 
Sargent John Beard and Cad 
wallader Ford. Stephen Wesson. 
who lived al what is now the 
corner of West Street and Lowell 
Street was elected treasurer

thought of as a swineherd, but 
rather as an official who made 
certain that other farmers 
ed afler their swine 
ne town meeting voted to 
»pt Mr. Morrill’s answer, 
and voted one hundred pounds 
toward his ‘settlement’ and one 
hundred and fifty pounds for his 
salary, That was a lot of money, 
even when speaking of the 
depreciated currency of New 
England. 

Wilmington had, possibly 
three hundred residents, It may 
have been higher. But it voted, 
at that time for nearly a pound 
for the minister, from each 
person in town, man, woman or 


child. One has to think of that, 
when it is remembered the long 
dispute over salafies with the 
Rev. Mr. Varney. 

Cadwallader Ford, Capt 
Kendall Pearson and Ensign 
Danil Eames were voted to be 
the committee to continue the 
talks over the salary of Mr. 
Varney, The town meting also 
voted to accept “'Mannefactory 
bills’ with which to pay the Ry 
Mr. Varney, That was an &r- 
lificial medium of exchange, 
voted because the codgny had no 
money. It was, for practical 
effects, valueless money. 

After another vote on the 
“ancient highway” (The An- 
dover Road) the town meeting 
adjourned. It is of interest to 
nole the homes named in that 
vole. The selectmen had laid out 
a way by Edwin Wins lot, 
Jonathan Pools lot and Ephraim 
Waters lot. These names never 
appear in the early history of 
Wilmington. 

The road, instead was voted to 
go from Hezekiah Wins “house” 
to the house of Peter Alexandre. 
Hezekiah Winn lived somewhere 
near Eames Street. Where Peter 
Alexandre lived is not known. 

The meeting then adjourned 
until Thursday. On Thursday it

A head-on collision took the 
life of a 20-year-old motorcyle 
operator on Beech Street late 
according to 
Tewksbury police. 


The victim, Wallace B 
Dobbin, 20, of 41 Patten Rd., 
Tewksbury, was operating an 
unregistered and uninsured 
motorcycle in the middle of the 
road when he struck a car 
driven by Richard Danner, 20, of 
968 North St., Tewksbury at 
around 11:00 p.m., according to 
police 


Dobbin was rushed to St 
John's Hospital in Lowell where 
he died from injuries suffered in 
the accident shortly after 
midnight 


“According to police reports, 
Dobbin was operating a red 
Kawazaki motorcycle at a high 
rate of speed in the middle of 
Beech Street when the car 
driven by Danner approached 
him head-on, Danner, according 
to reports, tried to turn to the 
right of the road while Dobbin 
turned left and struck the car 
head-on. 


Police say Dobbin, who was 
wearing protective headgear, 
tlew off the motorcyle, struck 
the car windshield and was 
thrown 57 feet in the air before 
he came to rest.

For properties of less than $100,000, Fos- 
ter recomends Marlborough, Hudson, and 
Tewksbury, as well as parts of Chelmsford, 
Littleton, and Lowell. Closer to Boston, 
other Realtors add Billerica and Wilmington 
into the “easily affordable” list. 

“Billerica is one of the few towns that has 
built a lot of homes in the last 10 years. And 
it's one of the most active markets in the 
state," claims Vincent DeLuca of Suburban 
Realty Group in Burlington. 

Homes in Billerica average $95,000, he 
says. That same three-bedroom house in 
Billerica would sell for $110,000 in Bur- 
lington, $125,000 in Bedford, and $150,000 in 
Lexington or Winchester, he adds. 

Even nearer to Boston the lots are smaller 
and the houses older, but Woburn, Waltham, 
and Watertown do have some: low-priced 


properties. 5 

“In Watertown, single-family homes aver- 
age $95,000," says Charles Agrillo of Cen- 
tury 21 West Realty. How many homes does 
he have at that price? “None, right now." 

However, there is an abundance of two- 
family dwellings here, averaging $130,000.

Most homes fall into the 
$200,000 to $400,000 range and new building 
starts at $250,000, she says. 

Throughout the western suburbs, school 
systems are consistently praised and trans- 
portation, a nicely meshed web of major 
roads and two rail links to the city, is lauded. 

‘The current seller's market has seen tre- 
mendous increases of 15 to 25 percent as 
buyers outbid each other for a diminishing 
supply of homes 

But in recent weeks, the buying has 
abated. Craig Foster explains: “As interest 
rates started up in April and May, it in- 
creased activity as buyers were anxious to 
close. Then, as the rates crest and soften, 
that slows the market down because people 
feel they can wait now until it drops [fur- 
ther]. But, with interest on a fixed-rate, 30- 
year mortgage at 14 to 15 percent, “we've 
clipped the wings of first-time buyers now.””

Massachusetts has provided 
harbor for many writers, both 
native and transplanted, some 
from nearby, some from halfway 
round the world.

Miles from Home 


war heaved by destiny and the 
actions of the world’s mighty. 
Anna's tale is not a story of 
cataclysm or the movements of

already unchecked - their slow 
movement begun in what was to 
become, for a generation of 
Americans, perhaps this cen- 
tury's most devastating conflict 

“Of the many armed conflicts 
that make this century so 
distressingly rich in human 
misery, none has lasted as long as. 
the struggle for Vietnam,"’ 
(Joseph Buttinger, “Vietnam: A 
Dragon Embattled,” 1967) 

Yet the basic irony in Anna's 
tale must rest in the fact that she 
became blind at age eight - and 
many never have come to this 
country, written her story, or 
even survived the upheaval in her 
homeland, but for the initial 
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misfortune which cost her her 
vision 

Anna, whose name was Kim- 
Lan then, said she was playing 
with other children near her home 
in Xuan Canh, a village set on a 
plateau about 23 miles from 
Hanoi, capital of North Vietnam. 
They were playing at treasure- 
hunting, digging in the dirt near 
her parents’ hut, when she found 
awild, weedy grass she had never 
encountered before. After digging 
up some of the weeds, she felt a 
terrible itching in her eyes and 
ran home. Her mother inspected 
her eyes, she said - which were 
now bright red and burning - but 
she could find nothing in them. 

That night, Kim-Lan came 
down with a high fever and chills 
The next day her mother 
prepared an eyewash from herbs 
for her, and fed her hot rice soup 
to “sweat out the poison.”" It was 
to no avail. After three days of 
fever and delirium, Kim-Lan said 
her vision was blurry, the images 
upside-down and distorted, the 
colors wrong. After two weeks her 
fever was gone - and so was her 
eyesight 

Along with her loss of vision, 
the society around Kim-Lan was 
becoming increasingly unstable 
It was 1953, during the last stages 
of the eight-year Indochina War, 
with the French and the Viet Minh 
in deadly contest for control of 
North Vietnam. 

The French had granted their 
former colony nominal in- 
dependence in 1949, but they could 
not win support of their regime 
from the Vietnamese people, 
according to Joseph Buttinger 
Shortly after Kim-Lan lost her 
vision, she said, the French began 
invading her village. 
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Kim-Lan’s family fled Xuan 
Canh, intending to leave her 
behind in the village because her 
father felt her blindness was a 
curse which could become con- 
tagious. But Kim-Lan said she 
clung to the skirt of her mother, 
Nguyen Thi Tu, begging not to be 
left behind. 

‘The family walked for six hours 
to the bus, she said, to take them 
into Hanoi and her aunt’s house. 
She said the doctors in Hanoi told 
her the infection had been too 
severe and there was nothing they 
could do for her, so her mother 
took her to a French orphanage 
run by the Sisters of Notre Dame. 
Kim-Lan, devastated that her 
parents should abandon her, said 
she was then given the Christian 
name Anna, and that she adjusted 
with some difficulty to the regime 
at the orphanage, but described 
one of her most vivid memories, 
of the large wooden rosaries 
which the nuns carried, with 
beads as big as plums that rattled 
whenever a nun was approaching. 
Anna said it was useful to have 
extra-fine hearing, developed in 
consequence of her blindness - so 
that she could always tell if a nun 
was coming - in case Anna was up 
to some small mischief. 

In 1954, the French evacuated 
the orphanage in Hanoi after the 
disastrous defeat at Dien Bien 
Phu, and Anna went south to an 
elementary school in Cho Lon, 
just outside of Saigon. Four years 
later, Anna met Maria Tai, a 
Vietnamese and graduate of 
Watertown’s Perkins Institution 
for the Blind, who returned to 
Saigon in 1958 to establish Viet- 
nam's first boarding school for 
blind students. 

Anna was among the first to be 
enrolled at the new school — and 
by 1963 her training there had 
enabled her to qualify for en- 
trance at Perkins itself. From 
Perkins she went on the Em- 
manuel College, where she 
majored in English literature, 
receiving her B.A. degree in 1974 
Among her favorite authors: 
Concord's Henry David Thoreau, 
for his “enormous respect for 
nature and the world around us."" 

In addition to her major studies 
at Perkins and Emmanuel, Anna 
said, she learned to love serious 
and plays both piano and organ, 
including the music of Beethoven 
(Moonlight Sonata and parts of 
the Pastoral Symphony) and 
popular melodies as well. She 
said she dislikes all rock music 
(“too noisy”) and most opera 
(‘too shrieky"”) 

Ann met her husband, Richard 
McCauley of Wakefield, on a bus 
in Watertown.

to campus to watch a wrestling 
bout — and after church the day 
they met and a six-year

Anna, an American citizen now, 
stressed her love for her adoptive 
country, saying the pace of life is 
slower in the States than in Asia, 
where the people are much closer 
to subsistence level — and have to 
work very hard just to survive 
from day to day. She likes the 
convenience of area stores and 
hospitals, she added, and 
especially the labor-saving 
machines, like vacuum cleaners 
and clothes washers. 

But her greatest enthusiasm 
seems reserved for the freedoms 
which Americans injoy. An ad- 
mirer of both Lincoln and John 
Kennedy, she said it is probably 
difficult for native-born 
Americans to realize the wealth 
inherent in the freedoms 
guaranteed in the U.S. Bill of 
Rights and the Constitution itself. 

“This is the melting-pot, and 
it’s fascinating. There is someone 
from every nation on eart here, in 
this land — and that is the source 
of this country’s strength,” she 
said. 

There is not space here to tell 
Anna Kim-Lan McCauley's whole 
story, nor present each strikingly 
beautiful image which surfaces 
from time to time in her book, 
especially when she is describing 
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her early childhood memories, 
like the sight of the rice paddies 
surrounding her village: “The 
rice stalks are heavy with golden 
kernels. They stand straight and 
tall, and when the gentle breeze 
whispers through them, they bow 
their heads like soldiers saluting 
the wind.” 

The metaphor may be military 
— perhaps an echo of the war 
which tore through Anna's 
homeland — but her message is 
one of gentleness and peace. If 
you want to experience more, 
you'll have to read ‘Miles from 
Home" itself. 

Anna and Richard McCauley 
and their children, Michelle, nine, 
and Nakia, eight, represent a 
combination of heritages, from 
three continents, with Asian, 
American and European an- 
tecedents. And that thought, 
along with Anna's venture itself 
from the village of Xuan Canh to 
Wakefield, must bring back the 
words of Robert Frost in “The 
Gift Outright," which the poet 
delivered at Kennedy's 
inaugural: 


The land was ours before we 
were the land's. 

Such as we were we gaverself 
and her heritage half-way round 
the world — to add her gift 
outright to this land. She is no 
longer miles from home, she said, 
but in a medium-sized town called 
Wakefield, not far from the 
waters of Crystal Lake.

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Summer tips for parenting children 


Summer fun for kids can mean 
worry and upsets for parents. It is 
a time for those minor accidents 
and upsets. Some parents have 
found workable techniques for 
dealing with these summer 
mishaps. L. Ron Hubbard, in his 
book Child Dianetics, gives some 
tips and simple techniques many 
parents have found helpful in 
keeping summer fun from 
becoming summer frustration.

The green fishing trawler Linda B glides 
into the harbor as scores of gulls circle and 
screech overhead. The skipper slows his 
boat, one of hundreds that work out of this 
harbor, and carefully pilots his way between 
the rows of docked trawlers. The harbor is so 
crowded that many boats are berthed three 
and four abreast. 

Yet most of Gloucester's fishing fleet is at 
sea now, so the harbor isn't nearly as 
crowded as it can be, says Jamie Fay, a con 
sultant to the city. At Christmas and other 
times when the fleet is in port, he says, “you 
can almost walk across the harbor." 

Mr. Fay of the Boston consulting firm of 
McGrath, Sylva & Associates is working 
with Gloucester officials on a plan to develop 
+a parcel of land fronting the harbor. The goal 
is to combine successful commercial devel. 
opment with needs of the fishermen.

Meanwhile, great stretches of the Massa 
chusetts coast have been cramped by devel 
opment during the past few years. Condo 
miniums, restaurants, and boutiques have 
brought substantial profits to developers 
But along the harbors, such development

For instance, the push to develop Bos 
ton’s waterfront caused a shortage of dock 
space for lobstermen, Fay notes. Landown 
ers there “don't want lobster boats,” he 
says. “’They're looking at big bucks” from 
condominium and commercial development 

Gloucester Mayor Richard Silva says that 
“other cities have forced fishermen out and 
closed off the harbor. That is not going to 
happen in Gloucester.” 


Fishing and tourism are the two major 
businesses in Gloucester, says Mr. Leigh of 
the GRA.

Concern over drownings 


Breakheart Reservation 
Saugus has once again this 
summer earned its name. Since 
warmer weather began two 
deaths resulting from com 
plications after near drownings 
on the reservation have broken 
the hearts of two area families. 


Two young men, one 18 and the 
other 20 years old, died this 
summer at Melrose-Wakefield 
Hospital as a result of swimming 
in the restricted water 

The sorrow and anguish these 
two families have undergone can 
not be eased, but perhaps another 
fatal accident can be prevented 

Michael Slager, M.D., 
Emergency Department Chief at 
Melrose-Wakefield Hospital 


recently voiced his concern about 
these deaths. 

“We at the hospital are very, 
very concerned that these 
terrible, tragic incidents don’t 
happen again,"’ he said 
“*Melrose-Wakefield Hospital 
treats one or more near 
drownings every summer in our 
Emergency Department, The 
deaths of these two young men 
are a terrible, senseless waste of 
life.” 


Dr. Slager hopes that young 
people will learn something from 
these deaths. 

Although swimming in a 
restricted area seems fun and 
exciting, it is very, very 
dangerous. Dr. Slager {s not just 


trying to keep area teenagers 
from having a good time. 

“The experience of working on 
a drowning victim is absolutely 
devast@ting,” says Dr. Slager. 
“We tell young people over and 
over again not to swim in un- 
supervised areas, but there are 
always those who don’t listen or 
heed the warnings. We can only 
hope those individuals will be 
lucky enough not to require 
resuscitation efforts in the 
Emergency Department,"” he 
added 


There are a number of safety 
tips that a little common sense 
will dictate. Among these are the 
following: never swim alone, 
never swim while under the in- 


fluence of drugs or alcohol, don’t 
over exert yourself, take frequent 
rest breaks, never dunk anyone or 
throw someone in the water, and 
think twice before doing 
something potentially dangerous 
and then don’t do it (like swim- 
ming in restricted water) 


As a special tip, Dr. Slager 
offers the suggestion of a very 
worthwhile time investment. “In 
light of these two recent tragic 
deaths, I would like to recom- 
mend that everyone who is 
physically able take a lifesaving 
and a CPR course. The knowledge 
of these lifesaving skills just may 
be the deciding factor in a life or 
death situation.”
